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MENINGITIS 
TEEN WINS 
£lm PAYOUT 


A TEENAGER left severely dis¬ 
abled by meningitis after his con¬ 
dition went undetected for sever¬ 
al days has won a £lm-plus pay¬ 
out from Princess Alexandra 
Hospital. 

The boy, who can only be referred to 
as ‘H’ for legal reasons, was just seven 
years old when he was taken to the acci¬ 
dent and emergency department at PAH 
by his parents in July 2002. 

In papers put before the Hight Court 
this week, barrister Elizabeth Ann 
Gumbel QC said the boy was complain¬ 
ing of backache and feeling unwell. But 
he was not admitted to the hospital or 
diagnosed with meningitis until almost a 
week later. 

‘H’, who is now aged 17, had to be 
transferred to Addenbrooke’s Hospital in 
Cambridge where he underwent emer-

gency cranial surgery. 

Although doctors managed to save his 
life, the brain damage he had already 
suffered left him with life-long disabili¬ 
ties. 

His legal team argued that a loss of 
power to the left leg and arm ought to 
have rung alarm bells in the minds of 
medical staff who saw him, leading to an 
earlier admission and diagnosis. 

They claimed that had he been treated 
24 hours earlier, the catastrophic brain 
damage would have been averted 

Through his mother, ‘H’ sued the PAH 
NHS Trust for negligence in failing to 
diagose the warning signs of meningitis 
earlier. 

In November 2009 the trust admitted 
breach of duty and on Monday agreed to 


pay him a lump sum of just over £lm, 
plus annual, index-linked and tax-free 
payments to cover the costs of his care 
for the rest of his life. 

Mr Justice Eady, approving the settle¬ 
ment, paid tribute to the boy’s parents, 
whom he said had cared for him “with 
great devotion since the devastating 
events 10 years ago.” 

A PAH spokesperson said: “Princess 
Alexandra Hospital NHS Trust offers its 
unreserved apologies for the tragic inci¬ 
dent in 2002 which has affected the 
patient and his family. 

“Since this time the trust has made 
many changes to its practice that will 
help ensure this does not happen again. 

“Families attending the hospital can 
be reassured the trust’s teams will deliv¬ 
er high quality, safe and attentive care 
during their stay. Patient safety remains 
the trust’s number one priority.”

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'Hit-and-run' driver 
could have killed me 


A WOMAN whose left leg was 
broken in two places when she 
was the victim of a hit-and-run 
accident has urged the driver to 
turn himself in to police. 

Melanie Sloane (34) and partner 
Adam Howell (31) were walking home 
after a night out over the August bank 
holiday weekend when her ordeal 
began. 

“It was just before midnight and we 
were crossing Elizabeth Way to get 
home,” said Melanie, who lives in The 
Hornbeams, Harlow. 

“Although we had seen the car it 
was some distance away so we didn’t 
think anything of it. Then suddenly the 
driver accelerated and caught me just 
as I was about to step up onto the

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pavement on the other side. 

“I don’t remember a lot from that 
point but Adam said I went over the 
top of the car and landed on the path¬ 
way. The driver just sped off.” 

Melanie, who works as an assistant 
manager at The Willow pub in 
Hodings Road, was left with a double 
break in her left leg which required 
surgery. She also suffered burns from 
contact with the car grille, a black eye 
and various cuts and bruises. 

“I had to have metal pins put in my 
leg to hold it back together,” she said. 
“Five weeks later and I am still unable 
to walk, unable to work and in a huge 


amount of pain. 

“It will probably take a couple more 
months and a lot of physio to get back 
on my feet. In the meantime I am stuck 
in bed reliant of other people to do 
everything for me. It is just horrible.” 

Melanie said she could not under¬ 
stand how the driver carried on with¬ 
out wondering what happened that 
night. 

“The fact is I am lucky to be alive,” 
she said. “If I had landed on my head 
the driver would have killed me and 
yet they obviously don’t care enough 
to do the right thing and come for¬ 
ward. I can only assume they were 
drunk or on drugs.” 

She added: “I would urge anyone 
who saw what happened that night and 


thinks they know who was responsible 
or even the driver himself to get in 
touch with police. Quite simply, this 
person should not be on the road. Next 
time they could kill someone.” 

A police spokesperson confirmed 
they were investigating the incident. 
“We believe the vehicle involved was a 
small hatchback, possibly a Vauxhall 
Corsa or Citroen Saxo, with a distinc¬ 
tively loud exhaust and dark in 
colour,” he said. 

“It would also possibly have a dent 
in near side where the victim was hit.” 

The accident happened on the 
evening of Sunday. August 26. 
Anyone with information should con¬ 
tact officers at the Chigwell road 
policing unit on 101.

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THE parents of a tot 
receiving treatment for 
cancer is organising a 
special ‘pink party’ 
fundraiser for the charity 
that has been supporting 
them. 

It was in July when Kerry 
McCarthy (32), of Felmongers, 
Harlow, first felt a lump on 
the stomach of daughter Ava 
( 2 ).

“We have cried our 
tears and now want something 
good to come out of this. 

“The pink party idea came 
after we asked Ava what she 
would like as a treat once she 
was feeling better.

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Council planning 
a public meeting 
over 'Black Run'

COUNCIL chiefs were this 
week accused of “moving the 
goalposts” after campaigners 
calling for an alleyway near 
their homes to be closed were 
refused permission to debate 
their petition. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon had col¬ 
lected more than 650 signatures on 
the e-petition calling for the closure 
of the ‘Black Run’ - a footpath 
between Abbotsweld Primary School 
and Old Orchard - after he was 
advised it would secure him a slot on 
the agenda of last Thursday’s full 
council meeting 

The MP had hoped to 
trigger a debate about the 
alleyway, which local 
residents have been try¬ 
ing to have closed since 
the late 1960s because of 
ongoing problems with 
anti-social behaviour. 

But after sending the 
the completed petition to 
the council the day 
before the meeting, Mr 
Halfon was told it had 
not been received in time 
to be considered by cou¬ 
ncillors — 

He was, however, allo¬ 
wed to present the petition informal¬ 
ly to council leader Mark Wilkinson 
before the start of the meeting. 

Mr Halfon told the Star: “I recei¬ 
ved an email last Wednesday night 
saying in accordance with standard 
council procedure it would take up to 
14 days for the petition to be 
acknowledged and, therefore, was too 
late to be considered in Thursday’s 
full council. 

“It was extremely frustrating as

they were aware of the hard work 
being conducted by residents, mem¬ 
bers of Abbotsweld School and 
myself to gather enough signatures in 
time for the meeting, but at no point 
was this condition made clear. It 
seemed they decided to move the 
goalposts at the last minute.” 

He added: “To be fair to them, 
however, they did eventually agree to 
accept the petition informally and 
have since organised a public meet¬ 
ing to discuss the problem further. 


“This is an important issue 
that needs to be resolved once 
and for all and I am grateful to 
the council for taking it serious¬ 
ly” 

Cllr Wilkinson said it was 
“regrettable” that councillors 
had not been permitted to dis¬ 
cuss the petition but insisted the 
authority was keen to listen to 
residents’ concerns. 

“The council is taking this 
issue seriously and it is aware of 
growing public concern about the 
footpath,” he said. “Regrettably the 
petition was not able to be considered 
at Thursday’s meeting and so I have 
decided to arrange for a public meet¬ 
ing to be held where residents, the 
school, the council and the police can 
look at the issue in more detail.” 

The meeting will take place at the 
Latton Bush Centre on Saturday, 
October 20 at 12.30pm and will be 
open to anyone who wants to attend.

Can you provide foster 
care for older children?

A MOTORIST who left the scene 
of an accident in which a Harlow 
pensioner died has been given a 
community order.

SIR, There have been frequent calls to build a 
li nk road between the A414 and Ml 1 in order 
to reduce congestion in Harlow but no mention 
of the possible consequences (Star, September 
27). 

The A414 is essentially an east-west road and, 
if the bottleneck at Harlow is removed, it will 
rapidly become the M25 relief road. This 
would attract far more traffic to the Harlow 
area. It would also cause major problems for 
the people of Hertford. 

Look at the way the Ml 1 has attracted so much 
more traffic than was ever seen on the former 
A11, yet Sawbridgeworth remains congested. 

I am not a traffic engineer but it looks to me as 
if Edinburgh Way has been designed to inhibit 
the flow of traffic, not to ease it on its way. 

If it is thought desirable to reduce congestion 
in Harlow there are various measures that can 
be taken without spending a fortune and 
without spreading concrete all over the 
countryside. 

I would start by adjusting all of the traffic 
lights so that they are not stopping traffic 
unnecessarily when nobody is waiting to 
emerge from the other direction. Anyone who 
has travelled past Bush Fair when the traffic 
lights have failed will be aware that the queues 
disappear. Simply switching off this set of 
lights would ease congestion, save money and 
reduce the carbon footprint. 

Whenever a bypass is built to route traffic 
away from a town, the boundary of that town 
invariably expands until houses are built up 
against the bypass, creating the problem all 
over again. Do we really want this?

Fencing off part of common 
would remove risk of injury 

SIR, I reguarly walk my dogs on Latton 
Common and the horses kept on there break 
free from their tethers regularly.

I’ve often thought it would make more sense to 
fence one half of the common where the horses 
could be kept safely and the other half could be 
enjoyed by walkers, with or without dogs, 
without having to alter their path to avoid the 
horses. 

There is space for both horses, dogs and their 
owners to enjoy the open space that the 
common offers without either party being put 
at risk of injury.

Contrasting experiences of 
visits to recycling centres 

SIR, I am writing to draw your attention to the 
problems we regularly experience with the 
recycling centre in Harlow. 

Having recently made trips to two in 
Lincolnshire (Louth and Lincoln), there is such 
a contrast between these two and ours in 
Harlow. 

On arrival at the Louth centre we were greeted 
by a man at the gate who saw what we wanted 
to get rid of and advised us as to which 


numbered bay we should drive to. Each bay 
was manned by polite and helpful men who 
took the items from the boot and disposed of 
them, thus providing a real customer service. 
Our experience in Lincoln was just the same 
and the actual layout of the two centres was 
very similar. We were again directed to the 
appropriate numbered bay and told that there 
would be people there to help us with our 
unloading. 

On Sunday we went to Harlow recycling centre 
to dispose of items from our allotment. There 
was nobody on the gate giving help and advice 
and the car parking arrangements were chaotic, 
with people walking straight out in front of 
moving cars as they searched for the 
appropriate skips. 

I had some very heavy items so decided that I 
would pluck up the courage to ask for help 
from one of the workers. I found one behind 
the skips and to be fair he did help once he had 
been to find his gloves. 

I was reluctant to ask him as, on a previous 
occasion when I had made a trip to dispose of 
a large cupboard, on asking for assistance the 
immediate response was “how did you get it in 
then?” It is this unhelpful attitude that contrasts 
so sharply with my experiences in Lincolnshire 
where the workers are there to help. 

On another occasion when I was unsure where 
to put something and wanted to avoid being 
reprimanded for putting things in the wrong 
skip, I asked someone who just pointed 
randomly and said very unhelpfully: “Just put 
it in the rubbish.” 

I saw five or six employees there on Sunday 
morning. One was driving a piece of 
machinery and the rest were just standing 
around out of sight or chatting and one man 
was sitting with a screwdriver in his hand 
opening something up. Surely this sort of thing 
could be done on weekdays or when there is a 
lull in proceedings and the public are not 
requiring assistance. 

Someone in charge of recycling in Harlow 
should pay a visit to the centres I have 


mentioned to see how they are laid out in an 
orderly way, that cars are not a danger to 
people, that all the bays are numbered, there is 
someone at the gate to offer advice and 
assistance and willing helpers to assist if 
necessary.

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Grieving chef took his own life after death of grandfather 


A TALENTED chef left devastat¬ 
ed by the death of his grandfather 
five months earlier, shot himself 
at his home, an inquest was told. 

Tom Barnard (29), who was 
living with his parents Andrew 
and Fiona in Potash Road, 
Matching Green, had a long his¬ 
tory of depressive illness and had 
said in the past he planned to kill 
himself. 

Chelmsford Coroner’s Court 
was told on Thursday that on May 
24, Mr Barnard forced open a 
gun cabinet at home. His body 
was found in a bam soon after. 

A post-mortem established 


that he died from a gunshot injury 
to the head. 

The inquest was told Mr 
Barnard worked in the banking 
sector after leaving university but 
changed direction after the finan¬ 
cial crash in 2008. 

He retrained at Westminster 
Cookery School to pursue his 
passion for cooking and worked 
at Jamie Oliver’s restaurant in 
Canary Wharf. More recently he 
had been working as a researcher 
in the renewable energy industry. 

Essex coroner Caroline 
Beasley-Murray recorded a ver¬ 
dict that Mr Barnard took his own 


life while suffering from a diag¬ 
nosed mental illness. 

She said: “He was clearly 
affected when his grandfather 
died. It was a combination of 
things. He had a chequered few 
years and lurched from crisis to 
crisis.” 

After the hearing, his parents 
issued a statement in which they 
said: “We will miss him so much 
- his lovely smile, his great sense 
of humour, his quick intelligence 
and his caring, sensitive nature. 

“Tom loved nothing better than 
entertaining his family and 
friends and was a naturally gifted 


chef. He was extremely popular 
and had many friends. 

“Words cannot describe our 
loss at this time, but we gain 
some consolation knowing that 
he is at peace.” 

His parents said that the death 
of his grandfather in January 
seemed to be a turning point. 

They continued: “Despite the 
love and support of his family, his 
girlfriend and his many long¬ 
standing friends, who have 
helped him through some diffi¬ 
cult times, the burden of depres¬ 
sion became too great for him.” 


Husband in court 
for hurling food 
container at wife 


A MAN who hurled a kitchen 
recycling bin at his wife which 
hit her on the head and left her 
needing seven stitches has been 
spared jail after a plea from his 
victim. 

Alan Peat (54) was told he should 
be “thoroughly ashamed of himself” 
and deserved a prison sentence. But 
instead he received a suspended sen¬ 


tence after his wife wrote a letter to the 
court supporting him. 

Peat pleaded guilty at Chelmsford 
Crown Court to causing grievous bod¬ 
ily harm to his wife, Linda, during the 
drunken incident outside the then fam¬ 
ily home in The Fortunes, Harlow, on 
April 6 

Matthew Bagnall, prosecuting, said 
the couple had been celebrating their 
daughter’s 21st birthday and had

Mr Ryan said that both of them 
were agitated because they could not 
find the door key and there was a bit 
of pushing and shoving. In temper, he 
tipped out the contents of her handbag 
on the coal bunker. 

“She pushed him and he fell back¬ 
wards over the little green food con¬ 
tainer,” said Mr Ryan. “In temper he 
picked it up and threw it. It either hit 
her directly or it hit a wall before hit¬ 
ting her. They finally found the key” 

Recorder Salid Kainth told Peat: 
“At 54 to assault anybody let alone 
your own wife is absolutely appalling. 
You deserve prison, but I will suspend 
it, not because of what you have done 
but because of the letter provided by 
your wife and your guilty plea.” 

Peat was sentenced to 12 months 
suspended for two years and ordered 
to attend an integrated domestic abuse 
programme.

THE fascinating post-war 
history of Moot House will 
be brought vividly to life on 
Saturday as the town’s first 
dedicated community centre 
celebrates its 60th anniver¬ 
sary. 

The landmark building in The 
Stow - constructed in 1840 to 
serve as the vicarage for St Mary- 
at-Latton Church - was taken over 
by Harlow Development Corpor¬ 
ation in 1951 and converted to 
community use for the growing 
number of residents settling in the 
new town. 

Officially opened to the public 
in 1952, it soon became the base 
for the Mark Hall & Netteswell 
Community Association and has 
been home to hundreds of commu¬ 
nity groups over the years. 

Many of those organisations 
will be represented on Saturday as 
the centre celebrates its diamond 
anniversary with a series of exhibi¬ 
tions, activities and live drama per¬ 
formances - and visitors can even 
expect to catch a glimpse of a royal 
visitor. 

“There will be a cardboard cut¬ 
out of Prince Philip standing on 
the Moot House balcony to reflect 
his visit to the centre back in 
1952,” said MHNCA honorary 
secretary Gordon Hewlett. 

“As you can imagine, it caused 
quite a stir at the time. We’ll also 


have a video of his visit running on 
a loop so visitors can get a taste of 
the excitement he provoked.” 

According to Mr Hewlett, the 
Duke of Edinburgh’s visit was just 
one of many fascinating chapters 
in the listed building’s history. 

“Moot House was used as a vic¬ 
arage for St Mary-at-Latton 
Church up until the 1930s, but dur¬ 
ing the Second World War it was 
used by the RAF as administrative 
offices and stores. 

“After the war ended the build¬ 
ing was left vacant until Harlow 
Development Corporation took it 
over in 1951, seizing the opportu¬ 
nity to help fulfil [town master- 
planner] Sir Frederick Gibberd’s 
vision of providing a community 
hub for each new neighbourhood 


centre. 

“It was soon home to all manner 
of voluntary organisations - some 
of which continue to this day.” 

Early patrons of the community 
centre included Harlow Ballet 
School and am-dram theatre com¬ 
pany Moot House Players, who 
still use neighbouring Moot Hall 
to stage performances to this day. 

“Moot House has been used for 
almost every community activity 
conceivable, and there are still well 
over a hundred groups using its 
facilities today,” Mr Hewlett 
added. 

“We’re glad to be able to cele¬ 
brate its rich history in its 60th 
year - and hope the building still 
has a very bright future ahead of it 
as a hub for the local community.”

Attack victim fled naked 
from home after assault 


A WOMAN who assaulted her 
boyfriend and forced him to flee 
naked from their home has been 
given a 12-month community 
order. 

Chelmsford Magistrates Court 
was told Jennifer Clarke (48) 
attacked Damien Devine because 
she suspected he was having an 
affair. 

During the attack at their 
home in Threshers Bush, Harlow, 
on July 31, Clarke bit Mr 
Devine’s earlobe, knocked him 
down the stairs and left him with 
scratches, bruises and cuts. 

Kathy Wilson, prosecuting, 
said the couple’s relationship was 
“sliding to an end” and matters 
came to a head that evening. 

Ms Wilson said Clarke 
punched Mr Devine in the face 
and bit his earlobes before he ran 
naked from the bedroom. “He 


drove away naked,” she added. 

The following morning he 
returned to the property and the 
couple had a cup of tea. But as he 
went to leave, Clarke dug her 
nails into his arms and ripped his 
T-shirt. 

Ms Wilson said Mr Devine 
suffered from a medical condi¬ 
tion which caused him to lack 
strength. 

When interviewed by police, 
Clarke claimed Mr Devine threw 
her to the floor. She denied strik¬ 
ing and biting him and said she 
could not remember him falling 
downstairs. 

Clarke, now of Bishop’s 
Stortford, pleaded guilty to a 
charge of assault by beating. 

She was given a 12-month 
community order, ordered to 
carry out 50 hours of unpaid 
work and pay £85 costs.

Information from Harlow Welfare Rights & Advice 

Some basic principles 
about Universal Credit 


A MAJOR part of the Government's 
welfare reform agenda is the 
forthcoming introduction of 
Universal Credit. 

UC is due to start as a pilot scheme 
in some areas of the north west of 
England in April 2013 and will be 
launched nationally from October 
2013. 

Because the regulations have not 
yet been passed in respect of UC, 
not all the details are known. 
However, there are some basic 
principles to UC that we do know. 

UC is a means-tested benefit which 
will replace income-based 
Jobseeker's Allowance, Income 
Support, Working and Child Tax 
Credit, income-based Employment 
and Support Allowance and Housing 
Benefit for new out-of-work 
claimants from October 2013. 
Existing claimants of these benefits 
will gradually be transferred to UC 
between 2014 and 2017. 

UC is to be claimed and managed 
online. Some support will be 
available for this. 

The UC payment will include a 
standard allowance and five 
additional elements, depending on 
the claimant's circumstances. Those 
additions are the child/disabled child 
element, childcare element, carer 
element, limited capability for work 
element and a housing element. 

The standard allowance and any 
additional elements will be paid 


directly to the claimant on a 
monthly basis and claimants will be 
expected to pay their landlord or 
mortgage provider directly. 
Claimants who are expected to look 
for work will be required to commit 
to work, seeking activities in a 
similar way to those receiving 
Jobseeker's Allowance at the 
moment. 

However, the sanction imposed if 
they breach this commitment is 
much more severe: a potential 
reduction or withdrawal of UC for up 
to three years. The current 
maximum is 6 months. 

Some claimants will not be expected 
to look for work. These include 
those unfit for work, some carers 
and lone parents who have a child 
under the age of one. 

For those in work who are under Pay 
As You Earn, it is expected that HM 
Revenue & Customs will update 
individual UC accounts on any 
changes in earnings as they happen 
so that benefit is adjusted 
accordingly. 

Those not under the PAYE system - 
for example those who are self 
employed - will have to update 
changes in income themselves as 
they occur. 

All other changes of circumstances 
will also need to be updated by all 
claimants.

AS the month of witches and 
ghouls descends once more, one 
man is hoping to give horror 
fans their scariest Hallowe’en 
experience yet.

Crime double shows two sides of the same coin 


LOCAL playwright Simon Mawdsley treated 
Harlow audiences to two new one-act plays 
last week under the heading of ‘Crime 
Scenes’. 

When the curtain first opened for 
Housebound we found Fiona (Caroline 
Petherbridge) being held hostage in her own 
home by Billy, a failed small-time crook 
(Martin Bedwell) who was hoping to coerce 
her bank manager husband to part with 
£100,000 for her release. 

This threatening situation quickly turned into 
hilarious comedy as their relationship 
developed and their weaknesses and foibles 
were exposed. 

A number of set-pieces including the reading 
of a message to be given down the 
telephone to her husband and a battle with a 
wasp brought gales of laughter 
from a responsive audience, while the clever 
ending - with Fiona allowing Billy to leave 
when his plans had totally failed - proved

dramatically satisfying. 

Both actors played their characters to 
perfection, delivering their lines with razor- 
sharp timing and wringing every possible 
laugh from the brilliantly-written script. 

But there were not many laughs to be found 
in Mawdsley’s second play, Dead Wait. 
Focusing on the interrogation of a murder 
suspect in a police interview room, things 
turned out not be what they seemed and in a 
clever twist the tables were turned on the 
police inspector carrying out the 
investigation. 

This was a strongly-worded play and the 
script made the unlikely premise believable. 


Clever lighting by Jared Greenall enabled the 
actors to step outside the interrogation room 
from time to time in order to confer. 

Richard Parsley as Wells, the police 
inspector, was outstanding, giving a polished 
performance of gravitas and total credibility. 
Also impressive was Paul Johnson as the 
suspect, giving a threatening edge to every 
utterance. 

Wendy Grant, as Crosby, was perhaps a little 
too feminine for the hard-nosed 
policewoman but gave her usual 
professional performance, while Mike 
Hughes was just right in his role as Rix, the 
junior copper. 

Simon Mawdsley’s playwriting skills coupled 
with some excellent performances provided 
the audience with a captivating and 
contrasting evening's theatre - and no doubt 
everyone in the audience will be looking 
forward to his next efforts.

A second helping of 
David's comic capers

WHO said going to church can’t be 
fun? 

In the second instalment of his hilarious 
Glory Be! comic book series, Harlow 
author and devout Christian David C Hill 
sets out to prove churchgoers come 
from all walks of life - and can have a 
wicked sense of humour to boot. 

Set in the surreal world of Riverdale, 
Chariots Of Ire centres around a series of 
increasingly off-the-wall email exchanges 
between the charismatic pastor of the 
local church and his Machiavellian flock as 
the congregation prepares for the Christian 
Olympics. 

Taking its artistic inspiration from The 
Simpsons creator Matt Groening, the 
deftly-illustrated 84-page effort is pitched 
somewhere between hit US cartoon 
Family Guy and Gary Larsson’s 
acclaimed Far Side series - albeit with 
a distinct Christian premise running 
throughout. 

“I’d wanted to get around to writing the 
second comic much sooner but other 
commitments got in the way,” said David, 
of Churchgate Street. “The first book sold 
close to 4,000 copies so I was pretty sure 
there would be an appetite for a follow-up, 
albeit three years later!” 

A member of the Riverside Church in 
Hoddesdon, David said most of the wacky 
characters encountered in the book had 
been inspired by people he’d met at 
church or in the community. 

“I now get members of the congregation 
coming up to me and asking if a particular 
character is based on them,” he added. 
“The truth is that all the characters have 
been influenced in some way by the 
people I’ve met, I’ve just exaggerated 
certain character traits to exploit their 
comic potential. 

“Some find the humour a little close to the 
bone but I’ve never had any real 
complaints.” 


Despite the comic’s overt Christian themes, 
David said the comedy would appeal to 
churchgoers and non-believers alike. 
“Although most of the comic is set in or 
around a church, I’m confident that people 
who don’t consider themselves Christians 
will still enjoy reading it,” he said. 

“There are a lot of pop-culture references 


in there and while it may not be littered 
with profanities like other adult comics, the 
humour is definitely for a more mature 
audience used to watching things like 
Family Guy and The Simpsons."

YOU’RE never too old in 
Hollywood for a big screen 
renaissance. 

At the tender age of 56, Irish actor 
Liam Neeson unexpectedly 
reinvigorated his career as a 
tough-taking action man in the 
testosterone-fuelled thriller Taken. 
It was a film that gained a cult 
following for its wanton brutality, 
outrageous set pieces and the 
unstinting determination of the 
lead character, who famously 
promised kidnappers holding his 
daughter: “I will find you, and I 
will kill you”. 

True to his word, former CIA 
field operative Bryan Mills 
punched, kicked and shot 
every bad guy within a 10- 
mile radius of Paris. 

Now the ‘old’ man with 
the fists of fury returns in 
Taken 2, which dispatches 
the same characters to 
Istanbul for another explosive 
game of cat and mouse. 

Mills (Neeson) continues to be 
protective of his daughter Kim 
(Maggie Grace), who he rescued 
from Albanian kidnappers and 


returned home safely to her 
mother Lenore (Famke Janssen). 
When Lenore’s current partner 
storms out, Bryan suggests his 
ex-wife and daughter join him in 
Turkey for a few days of sight¬ 
seeing and relaxation. But little 
does the former agent realise that 
Murad (Rade Serbedzija), the 
father of one of the Albanian 
brutes he killed in the first film, 
has amassed a small army to 
abduct and torture Bryan and his 
loved ones.

At the tender age of 13 immediately after the war 
she was escorted around the local concentration 
camp with her school friends, the Russians to witness 
the Nazi atrocities then at the age of 17 she was 
smuggled out (at a considerable financial cost to 
her father) and escaped to freedom in West 
Germany. 

She travelled around Europe, lived in Switzerland 
then around the early 1950's arrived in Oxford as an 
au pair and met her now husband. 

I have only scratched the surface of her story, a 
book has been written and I have been promised a 
copy. I do hope she remembers to send me one. 
What a day and privilege to meet someone special.

Certainly, improve your home to 
make it appeal to prospective 
buyers, but your primary objective 
should not necessarily be to add 
significant value, but to enhance 
saleability. This means making your 
property more desirable than the 
other properties currently on the 
market at about the same price. 

You can make any property desirable 
simply by quoting a price which 
makes it look amazingly good value 
next to the others, which may 
themselves of course be overpriced. 
However, without throwing your 


money into subsidising someone s 
purchase, there are simple things 
that can be done to make sure your 
property looks worth the money. 

Much of it relates to lifestyle as much 
as it does to bricks and mortar. For 
example, a thorough spring clean 
complete with the smell of pine 
bleach in the bathroom suggests 
you re proud of your home and care 
for it. Cost? Probably about 20p! 

How about a lick of paint on the 
doors? Stripped floorboards 
generally look better than worn 
carpets, and a day s work in the 
garden pays real dividends. Try new 
light fittings or re-grouting the 
bathroom tiles. Also, remove any 
superfluous items from the garden 
and inside the property, keeping 
your storage areas tidy as well. 

The key is not to rely on your 
prospective buyers intuition! Make it 
easy for them to imagine how 
pleasant it would be to live in your 
property, and you could well prompt 
an early sale.

I N the gold-plated world of the 
luxury saloon, the Mercedes’ S- 
Class is king. In recent years the 
German firm’s luxo-barge has 
undergone a radical transformation 
from visual wallflower to striking 
contender for Boldest Saloon of the 
Year Award. 

Contrast this with BMW’s 7 Series. 

The previous generation car came out 
of the blocks in 2002 rocking a radical 
new look that divided opinion. 

The current fifth generation car is a 
noticeably more sober machine. Where 
the S-Class wears the latest in cutting 
edge Italian clothes, the 7 Series opts 
for Hugo Boss. 

Still, this approach hasn’t harmed the 
big BMW’s chances. Demand for the 
car globally remains strong, especially 
so in emerging markets where the 
petrol models are often the default 
choice. 

Only one thing was holding the car 
back - its ride. Compared to more the 
more recent and advanced cars from 
Mercedes and Audi, the 7 Series lacked 
the same level of precision and 
comfort, which is hardly ideal for 
something pitched at the executive and 
chauffeur markets. 

This, then, is a thoroughly revised 7 
Series aimed squarely at the 
competition. It’s fair to say that BMW’s 


system. Essentially, this offers the 
driver another choice alongside 
Comfort and Sport, enabling a firmer 
or softer ride, weighty or finger-light 
steering, the appropriately 
complimentary damper settings and, 
crucially, engine mapping to match the 
various modes. 

If you need a gentle reminder as to 
what mode you’re in, the car’s new 10- 
inch digital display changes colour to 
match. 

The facelift has also allowed BMW to 
add the wealth of recent new hi-tech kit 
from lesser models, such as web 
connected services, high-end audio 
options, intelligent headlights and 
enhanced electronic safety and 
convenience aids. 

Overall, then, this mid-life uplift for the 
7 Series has done a good job of keeping 
the car in touch with the competition. 
Buyers at this end of the market are 
often a conservative bunch, which helps 
put the oh-so-subtle exterior changes 
into perspective. 

What’s more impressive is the step 
forward in ride comfort. Don’t forget, 
this car and its longer wheelbase cousin 
are key movers in the executive 
chauffeur industry, and the new car’s 
set-up has done much to banish the 
shimmy and shake of the old car. 

Factor in BMW’s relentless approach 
towards boosting fuel economy and 
you’ve got a more rounded and 
appealing proposition.

exterior designer was on a three-day 
week as the changes are limited to 
tweaks to the grille and new LED 
headlights. Granted, the latter is a big 
improvement, just don’t go looking for 
major sheet metal adjustments. 
Progress has been made, though. 
Considerable gains have been made in 
the ride and comfort departments as 
well as in boosting economy and 
reducing emissions across the range, 
thanks in part to the standard fit 
inclusion of a new eight-speed auto 
gearbox and engine stop-start. 

For diesel users - that’s the popular 
730d and performance-orientated 740d 
- it means a sub-150g/km CO 2 rating 
for the former. For the 750i petrol V8 
model tested here there have also been 


useful reductions in running costs, and 
this model does much to highlight 
BMW’s impressive efforts with its 
Efficient Dynamics programme. 

The 443bhp V8 is no slouch, propelling 
the 7 Series to a sub five second zero to 
62mph time and on to an electronically 
limited 155mph. But what’s really 
clever for a car of this size are the 
32.8mpg economy and 199g/km CO 2 
figures, a result of BMW’s engineers 
tinkering with the engine’s Valvetronic 
technology to modify the intake system 
during periods of low activity. This isn’t 
as aggressive as Audis cylinder 
shutdown approach but, in BMW’s 
words, it’s more like dimming them. 
While a diesel model is more 
appropriate for cash-poor Europeans, 


the 750i is almost a default choice for 
buyers in emerging markets. And its 
performance should give a good 
indication as to how the cooking diesels 
will behave with the same mechanical 
changes. 

To counter the criticism of the old car’s 
inconsistent ride quality, self-leveling 
rear suspension is now a standard 
feature across the range. This, 
combined with various detailed changes 
to the suspension hardware, delivers a 
welcome improvement when driving 
over mixed surfaces and the predictable 
potholes that scar urban landscapes the 
world over. 

Also welcome is the inclusion of 
BMW’s Eco Pro mode in the grandly 
titled Driving Experience Control

The Travel Association 
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Star Sports Editor ALAN 
SCOTT meets Harlow 
Paralympian Noel Thatcher 
to look back at the London 
2012 Paralympics 


FAR from being envious of 
missing out on competing at 
a Paralympic Games in his 
home country, Harlow’s 
famous Paralympian Noel 
Thatcher can look back with 
satisfaction on an event 
which he knows made the 
world sit up and take notice 
of disabled sport. 

Thatcher (46), of Dadswood, 
competed at six different 
Paralympics from New York in 
1984 (the last time the Games 
were staged in a different city to 
the Olympics), Seoul in Korea, 
Atlanta in the United States, plus 
Sydney in Australia and finally 
Athens in 2004. 

The partially sighted long-distance 
runner won five gold medals in total. 
Thatcher, who was made an MBE 
in 1997, had a front-row seat at the 
Paralympics as he was invited to 
offer his expert analysis as a pundit 
for the BBC News Channel 
throughout the Games. 

He said: “There was an amazing 
response to the Paralympics [in 
London]. It was the first time I had 
witnessed it from the public’s 
perspective. 

“One of the Australian athletes who 
was up against David Weir said 
‘London just gets what we do’. The 
British public understand 
Paralympic sport. 

“The fact that we sold 7.5 million 
tickets sent out the message early 
on. 

“We wanted to see what form of 
legacy would materialise. There 
was a huge shift in the mind set of 
the way people look at disabled 
sport. 

“But the Paralympics is just one per 
cent of disabled people. What’s 
important is that we don’t just 
produce Paralympians but disabled 
people have better access to sport. 
“Hopefully now they have a platform 
and we can lobby for better 
opportunities for disabled people to 
use.” 

Thatcher, a physiotherapist, believes 
for the first time disabled athletes can 
stand alongside Olympians as role 
models. 

He said: “The athletes took the lead. 
They were amazing role models. The 
Paralympics is now global. It has 
come of age commercially. To see 
David Weir on a billboard? It showed 
that we as a nation can put disabled 
sports people on a pedestal. 

“Having these people like Jonnie 
Peacock to aspire to. There was this 
little girl who even made a cardboard 
leg. This was thanks to the media. 

The media took on board the 
Paralympics like no other Games. 
“For Peacock to have the confidence 
at 19 to quiet a stadium down. I was 
blown away by the young athletes, 
Hannah Cockroft and David Weir. 
Weir’s performance was so dominant, 
you run out of superlatives. 

“[In the marathon] he did did not 
have anything left. At the end he was 
slumped over his wheelchair. The end 
was symbolic. These things don’t 
happen by chance. The athletes put in 
a tremendous amount of training and 
hard work. 

“It’s hard to single out one, you have 
Sarah Storey and Elbe Simmonds. 
“These athletes were really tested and 
still they came out on top. They did 
not have easy races all the time.” 



Harlow duo can bounce 
back from 2012 'snub' 


THE non-presence of 
Harlow athletes 
Richard Chiassaro 
and Anne Wafula- 
Strike at London 2012 
was a disappointment 
for Paralympic veteran 
Noel Thatcher, but he 
is confident there are 
huge roles in the 
Paralympic movement 
for both to play in 
very different ways. 

“I felt sorry for the 
Paralympians from 
Harlow. They did not 
make the team. Life is 
tough when you don’t 
make it after putting 
in all that hard work,” 
he said. 

“It was like the Coe, 
Ovett and Thompson 
era. Great Britain had 
a vast pool of talent. 


There were 250 
records broken in the 
pool alone. There were 
personal bests, 
national records. The 
selection process was 
vindicated by the level 
of success - people did 
win medals. 

“I am full of sympathy 
for these guys [Wafula- 
Strike and Chiassaro]. 
But Richie has got lots 
of time and Anne has a 
big role in sport 
beyond competing. She 
is a great ambassador. 
She will go a long way 
in sport at any level. 
“The reason they [did 
not compete\ is 
because we have a lot 
of people who are 
really that good.”

London Games

The last of Thatcher’s Paralympics 
appearances came in the Athens 
Games in 2004, the spiritual home of 
the Olympics. 

“I’m getting too old. From my point 
of view it was nice to sit back and 


watch it. I was a BBC News pundit. 

It was always better to watch it and 
be part of it. I could hear the roar of 
the crowd. It was great to be involved 
in something special. To watch my 
protege, David Devine, and see his 


performance in the 1,500m. 

“Every athlete would have liked to 
have been there. But I came down the 
stairs and my body tells me I can’t do 
it. It’s creaking.” 

Thatcher still competes today and is 
an active member of Harlow Running 
Club, based at Mark Hall 
Sportscentre. 

He still runs five times a week and is 
starting to prepare for the 
International Paralympic Committee 
marathon which will be run alongside 
the London Marathon in April. 

He recalls fondly what it was like 
locally when he was a Paralympian. 
“As a Harlow athlete I really 
benefited from the level of support 
from the local community. When I 
was competing you could feel that 
level of support.” 

And Thatcher, a father-of-one who 
lives in Harlow with his Japanese 
wife Yumi, believes the London 2012 
showpiece has set a precedent for 
disabled sport. 

“We have clearly raised our game and 
we need to take on that momentum. 
At London 2012 we had 54 athletes 
under 22 [years]. We have got a very, 
very strong core of sports people 
pushing us forward to Rio [where the 
Paralympics will be held in 2016]. 
“The USA will look at this. There 
will be a huge culture shift in the 
nations. We could get close to Russia. 
We have set the bar for all the other 
nations. They will be gunning for us.” 
Thatcher also paid tribute to the army 
of paid volunteers, who made the 
Olympics and Paralympics so special. 
“The Gamesmakers were amazing. 
The support the athletes got was 
fantastic,” he said. 


BBC pundit Noel 
happy with C4's 
'funky' coverage 

NOEL Thatcher defended Channel 4’s 
coverage of the London 2012 
Paralympics - and admitted he 
revelled in his role as a pundit for the 
BBC News channel throughout the 
extravaganza. 

Channel 4 came in for criticism but 
Thatcher believes the broadcaster did 
a great job. 

“To use people like Ade Adepitan as 
presenters was an inspired move. 
Channel 4 did an amazing job. These 
people had personal experience of the 
Games. The coverage was funky,” he 
said. 

He particularly enjoyed The Last Leg 
which took a satirical view of the 
Games and was presented by disabled 
people, with quite a few moments of 
controversy. 

Some of the humour on The Last Leg 
was a bit near the mark, but Thatcher 
took it all in 
good spirit. 

“It was like 
medical 
humour. We 
all laugh 
about things. 

Some 
people 
found it a 
bit dodgy. 

But it 

showed we are normal. It breaks 
barriers,” he said. 

“I get people come up to me and they 
are worried about calling me blind or 
having virtually impaired sight. It 
showed it’s okay to approach us. We 
can take the pee out of ourselves.” 

The Harlow Running Club member 
loved working at the BBC studios, 
which overlooked the main stadium. 
He said: “I was a late call-up. It was 
exciting. The BBC did not have the 
broadcasting rights [which went to 
Channel 4], but it was a complete 
honour. 

“Their level of knowledge [of 
disabled sport] was amazing. The 
studio was in a tower block 
overlooking the Olympic site. We 
were 21 floors up. There were 
amazing views of the main stadium, 
the Aquatics Centre and the Village. I 
had a great view of the fireworks at 
the end as well. 

“I had to do quite a lot of hard work 
and read up on everything, but it is 
something that I will really treasure.”
